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BRITISH  INDUSTRIES  FAIR,  1917. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  British  Industries  Fair  to  be  held  in 
the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum  and  the  Imperial  Institute,  South 
Kensington,  Ix>ndon,  S.W.,  from  26th  February  to  9th  March  next, 
is  now  well  advanced,  and  the  majority  of  the  exhibitors’  stands  are 
already  in  course  of  erection. 

This  year’s  Fair  will  be  considerably  lai^r  than  the  one  held  last 
year.  The  tpy  section  especially,  in  which  over  170  firms  are  ex¬ 
hibiting,  will  certainly  be  by  far  the  largest  exhibition  of  British-made 
toys  ever  held  in  this  country. 

Shortly  before  Christmas,  when  it  was  decided  that  no  further 
requests  for  space  could  be  considered,  applications  had  already 
been  received  for  about  40  per  cent,  more  space  than  was  available, 
and  therefore  exhibitors  had  to  be  content  with  smaller  spaces  than 
had  originally  been  applied  for.  The  fact,  however,  that  there  will 
be  no  very  large  stands  at  this  year’s  Fair  will  in  no  way  detract  from 
the  utility  of  the  exhibition,  as  it  is  far  more  important  that  there 
should  be  a  representative  number  of  exhibitors  than  that  a  small 
number  of  firms  should  be  accommodated  with  very  large  stands. 

After  it  was  found  necessary  to  stop  considering  further  appli¬ 
cations,  a  large  number  of  firms  applied  for  space.  The  Board 
regret  that  it  was  not  in  their  power  to  provide  accommodation  for 
such  firms,  but  their  names  have  been  duly  noted,  and  invitations  to 
participate  in  future  Fairs  will  be  forwarded  to  them  in  due  course. 

Arrangements  in  connection  with  the  British  Industries  Fair 
(Glasgow),  which  is  to  be  held  in  the  building  of  the  tramway  depdt 
at  Govan,  Glasgow,  from  26th  February  to  lOth  March,  are  also  well 
advanced. 


EXHIBITION  OF  GERMAN  AND  AUSTRIAN 
CATALOGUES  IN  LONDON. 

In  order  that  British  manufacturers  may  have  an  oppiortunity  of 
familiarising  themselves  with  German  and  Austrian  methods  of 
advertising,  the  Board  of  Trade  have  collected  over  7,500  specimen 
catalogues  of  German  and  Austrian  origin,  and  these  may  be 
inspected  at  the  Foreign  Samples  Section  of  the  Department  of 
Commercial  Intelligence,  32,  Cheapside,  London,  E.G. 

The  collection,  which  is  illustrative  of  a  great  variety  of  industries, 
includes,  for  example,  over  1,400  catalogues  of  machinery,  embracing 
over  100  of  agricultural  machinery,  in  addition  to  over  400  catalogues 
of  machine  tools.  Recent  additions  have  brought  the  number  of  toy 
catalogues  up  to  about  485,  including  the  productions  of  most  of  the 
well-known  Nuremberg  toy  manufacturers;  and  in  view  of  the 
prc^^ress  made  by  British  toy  manufacturers  these  catalogues  should 
prove  of  particular  interest  to  firms  engaged  in  the  industry.  There 
are  also  about  350  catalogues  of  fancy  goods,  over  245  of  glassware 
and  of  chinaware,  about  600  of  hardware,  640  of  electrical  goods, 
1,100  of  tools,  as  well  as  a  considerable  number  referring  to  cutlery. 
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photographic  apparatus,  printers’  and  stationers’  requisites,  musical 
instruments,  household  utensils  (960)  and  furniture  (230). 

A  new  index  has  been  prepared,  in  which  the  catalogues  are 
classified  both  as  regards  articles  of  manufacture  and  names  of 
manufacturers,  thus  i-endering  identification  of  any  particular  cata¬ 
logue  a  simple  matter.  Copies  of  this  index  may  be  obtained  on 
application  to  the  Comptroller-General,  Department  of  Commercial 
Intelligence  (Foreign  Samples  Section),  32,  Cheapside,  London,  E.C. 


EXHIBITION  OF  SAMPLES  OF  GERMAN  AND 
AUSTRIAN  GOODS  IN  CANADA. 

Report  on  the  Tour. 

The  Board  of  Trade  collection  of  samples  of  German  and  Austrian 
goods,  formerly  sold  in  British  markets  abroad  and  in  certain  foreign 
markets,  which  was  lent  to  the  Canadian  Government  for  exhibition 
in  the  Dominion,  was  exhibited  at  Montreal  from  28th  September  to 
7th  October;  at  Toronto  from  23rd  October  to  7th  November;  at 
London,  Ont.,  from  22nd  to  27th  November;  at  St.  John,  N.B.,  from 
11th  to  16th  December;  and  at  Halifax  from  29th  December  to  4th 
January.  The  Exhibitions  were  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Canadian  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce. 

Mr.  11.  Kershaw,  of  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence, 
who  was  in  charge  of  the  collection  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
reports  that  the  total  number  of  visitors  at  the  Exhibitions  was  5,83 1, 
made  up  as  follows:  Montreal,  1,714;  Toronto,  2,085;  London,  520; 
St.  John,  743;  and  Halifax,  772.  Special  concessions  in  railway 
fares  (return  tickets  for  single  fare)  were  secured  by  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  from  the  various  railway  companies  and,  as  a 
result,  many  visitors  came  to  the  Exhibitions  from  outlying  districts. 

It  is  estimated  that  oral  enquiries  were  received  from  75  per  ce*'t. 
or  upwards  of  the  business  men  visiting  the  Exhibitions,  while 
between  700  and  800  written  enquiries  were  attended  to.  Many 
samples  were  lent  to  Canadian  firms  and  in  a  large  number  of 
instances  particulars  were  taken  of  the  articles  while  being  shown. 

The  Boards  of  Trade  (Chambers  of  Commerce)  and  the  Canadian 
Manufacturers’  Association  co-operated  in  the  conduct  of  the  series 
of  Exhibitions  with  much  enthusiasm,  and  contributed  greatly  to 
their  success.  At  the  conclusion  of  each  exhibition  a  special  report 
indicating  the  results  in  each  instance  was  sent  to  the  Canadian 
Manufacturers’  Association  in  Toronto  and  Montreal,  and  also  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trade  for  the  particular  town,  an  action 
apparently  greatly  appreciated. 

In  the  course  of  the  tour  Mr.  Kershaw  gave,  by  request,  a 
number  of  addresses  to  audiences  which  consisted  almost  entirely 
of  Lading  business  men,  and  in  most  cases  fairly  extended  reports 
were  published  in  the  press.  In  this  connection,  Mr.  Kershaw  adds 
that  one  of  the  most  gratifying  features  throughout  the  tour  was  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  press  of  Canada. 
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REGISTRATION  OF  BUSINESS  NAMES  ACT.  1916. 

The  “  Rf^gietration  of  Business  Names  Act,  1916”  (6  and  7  Geo.  5, 
ch.  58),  which  was  passed  on  22nd  December,  requires  the  registra- 
tration  of  every  individual  and  6rm  having  a  place  of  business  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  carrying  on  business  under  a  business  name 
which  does  not  consist  (with  a  few  exceptions)  of  the  true  surname  of 
the  individual  or  the  true  surname  of  all  the  partners,  without  other 
additions  than  the  Christian  name  or  names  or  initials  of  the 
individual  or  individual  partners.  Registration  is  also  required  where 
(with  one  or  two  exceptions)  an  individual  or  any  partner  in  a  firm 
has  changed  his  name. 

Further,  every  individual  firm  or  corporation  having  a  place  of 
business  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  carrying  on  the  business 
wholly  or  mainly  as  nominee  or  trustee  for  another  person  or  persons 
or  another  corporation,  or  acts  as  general  agent  for  any  foreign  firm, 
individual  or  corporation,  must  be  registered  under  the  Act. 

In  accordance  wdth  the  provision  of  section  15  of  the  Act  an  Office 
has  been  opened  in  London  at  39,  Russell  Square,  London,  W.C.,  for 
the  regifctration  of  firms  and  persons  whose  firiticipol  pUices  of  Imsiness 
are  situated  m  England  and  Wales,  and  the  Registrar-General  has 
been  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Trade  to  be  Registrar  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Act. 

For  Scotland  and  Ireland  sejiarate  offices  will  be  opened  in 
Edinburgh  and  Dublin,  respectively. 

Registration  under  the  Act  commences  on  22nd  February,  and  the 
prescribed  forms  of  application  will  be  obtainable  at  the  principal 
post  offices,  gratis,  from  the  2l8t  February.  There  are  separate  forms 
for: — Individuals  (salmon  paper)  R  B.N.  1  ;  firms  (lijjht  blue  paper) 
R.B.N.  1  A. ;  and  corporations  (white  paper)  R.B.N.  1  B. 

Individuals  and  firms  who  have  to  furnish  additional  particulars 
as  nominee  or  trustee,  or  as  general  agents  for  foreign  firms  must  fill 
up  an  additional  form.  For  individuals  this  is  on  pink  paper, 
R.B.N.  2,  for  firms  it  is  on  light  blue  paper,  R.B.N.  2  A.  Any  person 
who  carries  on  business  as  sole  proprietor  must  fill  up  the  form  or 
forms  for  individuals.  Application  must  be  made  on  the  prescribed 
form  only.  Those  persons  required  to  make  a  Statutory  Declaration 
under  the  Act  can  also  obtain  a  form  for  this  purpose  from  the  post 
005 ce. 

The  fee  of  5s.  is  to  be  paid  by  affixing  an  adhesive  stamp  to  the 
form,  and,  when  completed,  the  form  must  be  sent  or  delivered  to 
the  Registrar  of  Business  Names.  It  must  not  be  returned  to  the 
Post  Office. 

As  the  reception  and  examination  of  applications  will  entail  a 
considerable  amount  of  work,  it  will  be  some  time  before  Certificates 
of  Registration  can  be  issued.

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RESTRICTIONS  ON  IMPORTS  OP  PAPER. 

The  Royal  Gotninission  on  Paper  announces  that  in  view  of  the 
probability  that  the  Government  will  further  curtail  the  importation 
of  paper  and  paper-making  materials,  importers  are  advised  so  to 
restrict  their  arrangements  for  importing  after  1st  March  that  they 
may  not  find  themselves  in  difficulty  with  regard  to  licences,  should 
these  lijoences  be  curtailed  beyond  the  amount  mentioned  in  the  recent 
regulations  (see  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  28th  December  last,

MUNITIONS  PETROLEUM  SUPPLIES. 

1'he  Minister  of  Munitions  has  established  a  Petroleum  Branch  in 
the  Ministry  to  be  known  as  the  Munitions  Petroleum  Supplies 
Branch,  to  deal  with  questions  of  the  provision  and  distribution  of 
pe  troleum  and  similar  mineral  oils  for  the  purposes  of  the  Ministry  of 
Munitions.  Mr.  E.  Houghton  Fry  will  act  as  Director  of  the  Branch. 

In  connection  with  the  investigation  and  development  of  hitherto 
unproved  home  sources  of  supply  of  mineral  oils,  the  Minister  will 
have  the  advantage  of  the  services,  as  Director  of  Munitions  I’etroleum 
Kesearch,  of  Sir  Boverton  Re<lwood,  Bart.,  who  has  been  honorary 
aiviser  on  |>etroleum  to  the  Government  for  many  years.  Sir 
Boverton  Redwood  will  have  charge  of  the  Research  Section, 
including  the  development  of  British  sources  of  supply,  and 
in  accepting  this  position  he  has  stipulated  that  he  is  to  receive 
no  payment  for  services. 

Professor  .lolin  Cadman,  C.M.G.,  President  of  the  Institute  of 
Petroleum  Technologists,  has  been  good  enough  to  assist  in  the 
organisation  of  arrangements  with  the  Scottish  shale  distilleries 
during  the  war,  with  a  view  to  a  considerable  increase  in  their  output. 
Sir  George  Beilby  is  also  assisting  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

RESTRICTIONS  ON  THE  USE  OF  MEDICINAL 
GLYCERINE. 

The  Ministry  of  Munitions  announces  that  owing  to  additional 
demands  for  glycerine  for  War  purposes,  it  has  become  necessary  to 
place  further  restrictions  on  the  issue  of  medicinal  glycerine,  and 
that  supplies  in  future  will  be  reserved  for  the  manufacture  of  the 
preparations  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and  for  such  uses  of  special 
importance  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions. 
These  supplies  will,  however,  be  small,  and  must  be  used  with  the 
utmost  economy.

The  medical  profession  have  been  informed  of  the  need  for 
economy  in  prescribing  glycerine,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the 
requirements  for  dispensing  will  be  greatly  reduced.  The  stocks  of 
glycerine  in  the  hands  of  pharmacists  should  be  sufficient  to  meet 
these  reduced  requirements,  and,  therefore,  no  glycerine  will  be 
issued  for  dispensing  meantime. 

The  surplus  stocks  held  by  pharmacists  and  all  stocks  held  by 
retailers  who  are  not  in  a  position  to  use  them  for  these  restricted 
purposes,  should  be  disposed  of  either  to  other  pharmacists  who  are 
short  of  stock  or  to  wholesale  houses  for  making  B.  P.  preparations. 

SUPPLIES  OF  SULPHATE  OF  AMMONIA. 

Committee  Appointed. 

The  Food  CJontroller  announces  that,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Agricultural  Departments  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  he  has 
approved  of  an  arrangement  whereby,  as  from  12th  February,  sulphate 
of  ammonia  is  to  be  sold  at  the  price  of  £16  per  ton,  24^  per  cent, 
basis,  in  makers’  bags,  net  cash,  delivered  at  the  consumer’s  station 
in  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  piice  to  consumers  who 
take  delivery  at  the  producers’  w'orks  for  conveyance  otherwise  than 
by  railway  remains  at  £15  10s.  per  ton. 

In  the  event  of  purchasers  experiencing  difficulty  in  obtaining 
supplies  locally,  they  should  apply  to  the  Secretary,  Sulphate  of 
Ammonia  Advisory  Committee,  84,  Uorseferry  Road,  London,  S.W. 

The  Food  Controller  has  appointed,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Agricultural  Departments  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the  following 
Committee  of  Manufacturers  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  to  advise  him 
with  regard  to  questions  affecting  its  production  and  distribution,  and 
to  give  effect  to  an  approved  scheme  for  regulating  the  distribution 
of  supplies  to  fanners  in  all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom : —

Baird  &  Co.,  Ltd. ;  Alderman  F.  S.  Phillips,  of  the  Salford  Corpora- 
tioit  Gas  Department ;  and  Mr.  A.  Stanley,  of  Messrs.  Simon'Carves, 
Ltd.  The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  is  Mr.  F.  C.  0.  Speyer. 
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RESTRICTIONS  ON  SUGAR  DEALINGS. 

The  Food  Controller  has  issued  three  new  Orders  relating  to  sugar. 
The  Dealings  in  Sugar  (Restriction)  Order,  1917,  provides  that: — 

No  person  shall  on  or  after  the  15th  February,  1917,  without  a 
permit  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  the 
Sugar  Supply,  either  on  his  own  behalf  or  on  behalf  of  any  other 
person : — 

(а)  buy,  sell,  or  deal  in,  or 

(б)  offer  or  invite  an  offer,  or  propose  to  buy,  sell,  or  deal  in,  or 
(e)  enter  into  negotiations  for  the  sale  or  purchase  of  or  other 

dealing  in, 

any  sugar  outside  the  United  Kingdom,  whether  or  not  the  sale, 
purchase  or  dealing,  is  or  is  to  be  effected  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

If  any  person  acts  in  contravention  of  this  Order,  or  aids  or  abets 
any  other  person,  whether  or  not  such  other  person  is  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  in  doing  anything  which  if  done  in  the  United  Kingdom 
would  bo  a  contravention  of  this  Order,  that  person  is  guilty  of  a 
summary  offence  against  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Regulations,  and 
if  such  person  is  a  company  every  director  and  officer  of  the  company 
is  also  guilty  of  a  summary  offence  against  those  regulations  unless 
he  proves  that  the  contravention  took  place  without  his  knowledge  or 
consent. 

The  Order  does  not  prohibit  the  insurance  of  sugar.

The  other  two  Orders  relate  to  brewing  sugar. 

The  Brewers’  Sugar  Order,  1917,  provides  broadly  that  no  brewers’ 
sugar  may  be  delivered  from  any  warehouse  except  under  the  authority 
of  the  Food  Controller,  and  that  all  brewers’  sugar  now  in  transit 
must  be  delivered  into  a  warehouse.  Certain  exceptions,  however,  to 
this  provision  are  made,  especially  as  regards  sugar  sold  to  a  brewer 
or  brewers’  sugar  manufacturer,  and  to  sugar  imported  for  brewing 
purposes  under  special  licences  issued  by  the  Royal  Commission  on 
the  Sugar  Supply.  It  is  further  provided  that  no  brewing  sugar 
shall  be  sold  retail  at  prices  exceeding  current  retail  prices  for  granu¬ 
lated  sugar. 

The  Brewers’  Sugar  (Returns)  Order,  1917,  requires  persons  who, 
at  8th  February,  1917,  own  or  have  power  to  dispose  of  stocks  of 
brewers’  sugar  exceeding  three  tons  in  weight  to  make  a  return  on  or 
before  22nd  February  to  the  Food  Controller  on  a  form  to  be  obtained 
on  application  to  the  Ministry  of  Food,  Grosvenor  House,  W. 

“  Brewers’  Sugar  ”  is  dehned  as  sugar  not  above  89  degrees  of 
polarisation. 

In  connection  wdth  these  two  Orders  the  Royal  Commission  on  the 
Sugar  Supply  announces  that  the  granting  of  licences  for  the  im¬ 
portation  ot  sugars  under  89  degrees  of  polarisation  is  suspended 
until  further  notice.  This  announcement  does  not  apply  to  sugar 
already  afloat,  or  to  British  West  Indian  Grocery  Crystallised,  British 
West  Indian  Muscovados,  or  British  West  Indian  Grocery  Syrup 
Sugar.  • 
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DEALINGS  IN  AND  MANUFACTURE  OF  MALT. 

The  Food  Controller  has  issued  an  Order,  under  date  3rd  February, 
which  provides  that,  except  under  the  authority  of  the  Food  Controller, 
(a)  no  maltster  or  dealer  in  malt  shall,  on  or  after  the  10th  February, 
1917,  agree  to  sell  any  malt  to  any  brewer  for  sale,  or  make  delivery 
to  any  brewer  for  sale  of  any  malt,  other  than  malt  deliverable  under 
contracts  made  before  that  date ;  (b)  no  brewer  for  sale  shall,  on  or 
after  the  10th  February,  1917,  agree  to  buy  any  malt  or  to  take 
delivery  of  any  malt  other  than  malt  deliverable  under  contracts 
made  l^fore  that  date ;  and  (c)  no  brewer  for  sale  shall  manufacture 
any  malt  from  any  barley  agreed  to  be  bought  on  or  after  the  10th 
February,  1917.  (D.C.1. 8,080.) 

PRICES  FIXED  FOR  WHEAT  AND  OATS. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  96  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  11th  January  relative  to  prices  fixed,  on  the  advice  of 
the  Agricultural  Departments  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  for  wheat 
and  oats  of  the  1917  crop,  it  is  explained  by  the  Food  Controller  that 
the  prices  are :  for  wheat  of  first  quality  COs.  per  504  lb. ;  and  for  oats 
of  first  quality  38s.  6d.  per  336  lb.  Prices  for  other  qualities  will 
be  settled  on  the  basis  of  those  named  for  first  quality  in  accordance 
with  the  usual  practice  of  the  trade. 

GOVERNMENT  INSURANCE  AGAINST  AIRCRAFT 
AND  BOMBARDMENT  RISKS. 

Allowance  of  Discount. 

The  War  Risks  Insurance  Office  announces  that,  subject  to  the 
minimum  premium  payable  in  respect  of  any  one  insurance  not  being 
reduced  below  28.  Od.,  a  discount  of  60  per  cent,  will  be  allowed  until 
further  notice  from  the  premiums  payable  in  respect  of  new  insurances 
commencing  on  or  after  Ist  March,  1917,  and  in  respect  of  renewals 
of  existing  insurances  falling  due  on  or  after  that  date.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  reserves  the  right  to  revise  the  rates  or  withdraw  the  discount 
at  any  time. 

Discount  will  not  he  allowed  under  any  circumstances  in  respect  of 
new  imurances  which  come  into  force  before  March  1st,  1917,  or  in 
respect  of  the  renewal  of  Policies  which  expire  before  that  date. 

Insurances  may  be  effected  at  the  War  Risks  Insurance  Office, 
33-36,  King  William  Street,  London,  E.C.,  or  at  the  Offices  of  the 
Approved  Insurance  Companies. 

Post  Office  Certificates.

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SCIENTIFIC  AND  INDUSTRIAL  RESEARCH. 

Committee  on  Olase  and  Optical  Initrnments. 

The  Advisory  Council  of  the  Government’s  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Kesearch  have  added  to  the  list  of  their  Technical 
Committees  a  Standing  Committee  on  Glass  and  Optical  Instruments. 
The  membership  of  the  Committee  is  at  present  as  follows: —

Mr.  William  Taylor ;  Mr.  F.  Twytnan  ;  Lieut.-Col.  A.  C.  Williams; 
and  Mr.  W.  F.  J.  Wood. 

The  Committee  met  on  11th  December  and,  having  regard  to  the 
urgency  of  the  problems  requiring  investigation  in  respect  of  these 
essential  industries,  appointed  a  series  of  Sub-Committees  to  which 
various  special  problems  were  referred,  among  these  being  : 

(a)  Raw  materials  for  glass  and  glass-making. 

(i)  Optical  properties  of  a  large  range  of  glasses.  • 

(c)  (Jeneral  ph3'sical  and  chemical  properties  of  glass,  and  glass¬ 

ware  for  scientific  and  industrial  purposes. 

(d)  Testing  and  standardising  of  glassware. 

(e)  Workshops  technique. 

(/)  X-ra}'  glass  apparatus. 

((/)  Optical  calculations  and  lens  designing. 

(h)  Optical  instruments. 

(j)  Translation  of  foreign  works  on  optics. 

This  brief  description  indicates  certain  lines  of  investigation 
which  have  been  brought  forward.  The  Standing  Committee  does 
not  propose  to  limit  itself  to  these  subjects  but  is  prepared  to  consider 
and  report  upon  the  necessity  for  investigation  in  other  directions, 
relevant  to  its  terms  of  reference.  Manufacturers  who  have  ex¬ 
perienced  difficulties  requiring  investigation  for  their  solution  in 
connection  with  the  subjects  of  glass  and  optical  instruments,  or  who 
desire  to  make  suggestions  for  special  researches  on  these  subjects, 
are  invited  to  communicate  in  the  first  instance  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  Great  George 
Street,  Westminster,  S.W.,  who  w’ill  direct  the  correspondence  into 
the  appropriate  channels  for  attention. 

SPLITTING  OF  HIDES. 

The  Army  Council  have  issued  an  Order,  under  date  12th  February, 
requiring  that  all  persons  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  leather 
from  any  hides  (ox,  cow  or  bull),  whether  produced  in  or  imported 
into  the  United  Kingdom,  shall  comply  with  the  following  Regula¬ 
tion,  that  is  to  say : — 

No  person  shall  split,  or  cause  to  be  split,  any  hides  of  the  descrip¬ 
tion  aforesaid,  in  such  a  manner  that  the  substance  of  the  grain  in 
the  crust  state  may  be  less  than  2  m/m. 
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NEW  ZE4L4ND  (Dunedin). — The  Imperial  Trade  Oorrespondent  at 
Dunedin  (Mr.  W.  T.  Monkman)  reports,  under  date  llth  December, 
that  trade  in  November  in  the  Dunedin  district  was  perhaps  slightly 
better  than  that  of  the  previous  month,  but  there  was  still  a  dulness 
that  was  unusual  at  that  season.  High  prices  and  short  supplies  • 
have  combined  to  make  the  situation  difficult  for  builders  and  hard¬ 
ware  merchants,  who  do  not  anticipate  an  earl}'  improvement  in 
present  conditions.  Iron  and  brass  founders,  electrical  engineers,  and 
coachbuilders  are,  however,  well  occupied,  while  clothing  and  boot 
factories  are  w'orking  at  high  pressure  ;  the  activity  in  these  latter 
industries  being  due  in  considerable  measure  to  the  demand  for 
military  equipment.  Altogether,  the  position  may,  in  the  circum¬ 
stances,  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

A  feature  ot  the  present  commercial  situation  in  New  Zealand  is 
the  continued  increase  of  imports  from  Japan,  the  industrial  condition 
of  which  country  enables  it  to  compete  successfully  with  a  number 
of  British  manufactures  of  better  quality  and  appreciably  higher 
cost. 

Throughout  the  country  districts,  though  there  is  some  shortage  of 
labour,  the  outlook  is  encouraging.  Stock  is  in  excellent  condition, 
crops  promise  to  be  above  the  average,  and  there  is  an  abundance  of 
pasture.  All  classes  of  farmers  may,  it  is  thought,  reasonably  antici¬ 
pate  a  more  than  usually  prosperous  year.  Money  is  plentiful,  but 
the  unsettled  conditions  are  restricting  its  employment  in  productive 
enterprise.  (D.C.1. 6,863.)

PERU  (Iqnitos). — The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Iquitos  (Mr.  II. 

B.  Harrison)  writes  that  conditions  of  payment  in  JVru  depend  on 
terms  agreed  upon  before  ordering.  If  orders  are  sent  direct  to 
makers,  goods  usually  are  accompanied  by  bills  at  30  or  60  days 
sight,  payable  in  Peru.  The  larger  proportion  of  orders,  however, 
goes  through  shippers  and  commission  agents  in  Europe  and  in  this 
case  the  importer  receives  his  goods  on  account  current  with  his 
shipping  firm. 

Tne  following  German  and  Austrian  goods  were  formerly  in 
demand  in  the  Iquitos  district : — 

Soft  goods. — Shirts,  underwear,  ladies’  lace  and  embroidery  blouses, 
cheap  table  covers,  coloured  cotton  bed  covers  (Jacquard  style),  and 
cheap  and  medium  priced  hosiery. 

Leather  and  rubber  goods. — Mackintoshes,  rubber  heels,  football 
bladders,  rubber  balls,  and  other  rubber  toys,  the  goods  being  of 
poorer  quality  than  British  and  French  goods ;  men’s  belts,  for  which 
there  is  a  fair  market ;  men’s  and  women’s  boots  and  shoes,  for  which 
there  is  a  very  good  market,  good  quality  and  shapes  being  required  ; 
and  Gladstone  and  hand  bags,  which  have  a  small  sale. 

Enamelled  ware. — There  was  a  very  good  sale  for  enamelled  ware, 
which  was  obtained  from  Silesia.  All  enamelled  ware  for  kitchen 
use  is  very  saleable  in  Peru. 

Miscellaneous  goods. — Cheap  hand  mirrors,  coloured  beads,  pearl 
beads,  fancy  Bohemian  glassware,  terracotta  goods,  toilet  articles,  etc. ; 
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cheap  musical  instruments,  such  as  concertinas,  accordions,  violins, 
guitars,  and  mouth  organs ;  cheap  cutlery,  penknives,  etc.  ;  lead 
pencils,  coloured  trimmings,  ivory  and  cloth  buttons,  wire  nails,  wire 
netting,  shaving  brushes,  silver-plated  goods,  etc. ;  also  felt  hats  and 
caps,  cheap  and  me<lium  priced,  for  which  there  is  stated  to  be  a  good 
market ;  and  horn  dressing  combs,  six  inches  long,  for  which  there  is 
a  good  sale. 

The  Acting  Consul  adds  that  American  firms  are  now  making  an 
effort  to  get  a  hold  on  the  Peruvian  market,  which  was  comparatively 
neglected  by  them  before.

UNITED  KINGDOM  TRADE  WITH  CANADA 
AND  NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Visit  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner. 

In  accordance  w'ith  the  practice  that  has  been  established  for 
H.M.  Trade  Commissioners  in  the  British  Self-Governing  Dominions 
to  visit  the  United  Kingdom  officially  from  time  to  time,  so  that 
manufacturers  and  merchants  may  have  the  opportunity  of  consulting 
them  on  any  matters  connected  with  their  business,  or  of  obtaining 
information  as  to  the  posi-ibilities  of  extending  their  trade,  it  has 
lieen  arranged  for  H.M.  Ti-ade  Commissioner  in  Canada  and  New¬ 
foundland  (Mr.  C.  Hamilton  Wickes)  to  pay  a  further  official  visit  to 
this  country. 

Mr.  Hamilton  Wickes,  who  visited  this  country  in  1915,  is  expected 
to  arrive  early  in  March,  and  will  be  prepared  to  interview  (by 
appointment)  representatives  of  those  firms  who  may  be  able  to  see 
him  in  Ixindon  at  the  Offices  of  the  Department  of  Commercial 
Intelligence  of  the  Boijrd  of  Trade  for  several  weeks  before  Easter. 
Immediately  after  Easter  he  will  visit  such  trade  and  industrial 
centres  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  it  may  appear  most  advantageous 
to  visit  in  view  of  applications  that  may  received  from  firms  in 
or  near  those  centres,  and  from  Chambers  of  Commerce.  These 
centres  will  probably  include,  in  the  order  named,  Bristol  and  South 
Wales,  Birmingham  and  district,  the  Potteries,  Manchester,  Liverpool, 
Ireland,  Scotland,  Newcastle,  Yorkshire,  Derby,  Nottingham  and 
Leicester.^ 

In  order  that  appointments  may  be  satisfactorily  arranged,  firms 
who  may  desire  to  have  an  interview  with  Mr.  Hamilton  Wickes  are 
requested  to  make  their  application  as  soon  as.  possible,  and,  in  any 
case,  not  later  than  the  19</i  Fel>ruary  in  the  case  oj  London,  and  the 
bth  March  tn  the  case  of  the  Provinces.  Applications  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Comptroller-General,  Department  of  Commercial 
Intelligence,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.  The  reference 
number  (D.C.I.  2,360/17)  should  be  quoted.

IMPORTS  OF  «  COMPETITIVE  ”  MERCHANDISE 
INTO  CANADA. 

The  information  in  this  and  the  succeeding  pages  has  been  prepared 
by  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  Canada  (Mr.  C.  Hamilton  Wickes) 
with  a  view  to  demonstrating  to  United  Kingdom  manufacturers 
and  merchants  the  nature  and  the  value  of  the  trade  with  Canada  in 
imports  of  “competitive”  merchandise,  that  is,  in  goods  which  United 
Kingdom  manufacturers  make  and  can  compete  in  the  supply. 

The  average  annual  value  of  imports  of  trade  merchandise*  into 
Canada  in  the  years  ended  31st  March,  1912,  1913,  1914  and  1915 
was  581,250,000  dols.,  and  of  this  amount  the  value  of  imports  of 
“  competitive  ”  merchandise  represented,  on  an  average,  326,500,000 
dols.  In  this  trade  in  “  competitive  ”  merchandise  the  share  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  averaged  over  the  same  four  years,  was  32’7  per 
cent. 

In  the  following  table  is  shown  the  respective  proportions  of  the 
trad-^  in  “competitive”  merchandise  secured  by  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  United  States,  and  other  countries  in  the  years  ended  3 1st  March, 
1913  and  1914 : —

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CREDIT  SITUATION  IN  SIBERIA. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  “  Weekly  Bulletin  ”  of  the  Canadian  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Trade  and  Commerce  at  Ottawa  contains  a  report,  by  the 
Canadian  Trade  Commissioner  at  Omsk,  on  the  terms  of  credit  in 
vogue  in  Siberia,  from  which  the  following  information  is  taken : — 

The  granting  of  credit. — Agriculture  is  the  most  important  industry 
of  Siberia  ;  hence  the  purcha>ing  power  of  the  population  is  largely 
dependent  upon  the  yield  of  the  harvests,  and  ready  money  is  plentiful 
only  during  a  few  months  of  the  year.  These  factors  naturally  affect 
the  mode  of  payment  desired  by  local  dealers  for  the  foreign  goods 
which  they  require.  There  has  bwn  a  great  variation  in  the  terras  of 
cretHt  granted  by  the  exporters  of  different  countries.  German  firms, 
who  were  the  most  successful  in  competing  for  Siberian  business, 
granted  credits  extending  from  three  to  nine  months  against  time 
drafts  or  promissory  notes,  and  on  some  goods,  such  as  engines  and 
all  kinds  of  machinery,  payments  by  instalments  were  received  over  a 
period  of  up  to  two  or  three  years.  In  the  case  of  the  more  responsible 
firms  with  whom  the  manufacturer  or  exporter  had  established  a  con¬ 
nection,  sales  were  often  made  on  opien  credit.  The  del  credere 
business  developed  by  the  German  banks  was  an  important  feature  in 
connection  with  the  financing  of  German  trade  with  Siberia ;  it  was 
worked  by  means  of  an  arrangement  made  between  a  local  bank  and  a 
buyer  of  German  goods.w  hereby  the  discharge  of  the  latter’s  obligations 
was  guaranteed  to  the  exporter’s  bank  in  Germany.  The  larger  houses 
doing  business  in  Siberia  as  a  rule  demand  longer  terms  of  credit 
than  are  extended  to  small  firms. 

United  States  manufacturers  have  been  reluctant  to  grant  such  long 
terms  of  credit  as  their  European  competitors,  and,  with  a  few  local 
exceptions,  have  usually  demanded  either  cash  at  American  port  of 
shipment  against  documents,  or,  at  the  most,  demand  draft  attached  to 
bill  of  lading. 

The  collection  of  drafts. — The  Russo- Asiatic  Bank,  the  Russian 
Bank  for  Foreign  Trade,  the  Siberian  Commercial  Bank,  and  theVolga- 
Kama  Bank  maintain  branches  in  the  principal  centres  of  Siberia 
and  undertake  the  collection  of  drafts  drawn  by  foreign  manufacturers 
or  export  merchants  on  responsible  importers.  Time  drafts  duly 
accepted  are  exchanged  for  the  shipping  documents  and  are  deposited 
for  collection.  A  guarantee  is  seldom  required,  but  when  such  is 
the  case  it  usually  consists  of  an  additional  promissory  note  with  not 
less  than  two  approved  signatures.  Previous  to  the  w'ar,  interest  was 
charged  for  the  time  over  which  the  credit  extended  at  the  rate  of 
6  to  8  per  cent,  per  annum.  Approximately  the  same  rate  of  interest 
was  also  charged  by  the  local  banks  on  loans  which  were  used  by 
importers  lor  payments  for  goods  in  cases  where  no  credit  was  ex¬ 
tended  by  the  manufacturer.  The  banks  as  a  rule  also  charge  a 
commission  of  1  to  2  per  cent,  for  the  opening  of  a  credit. 

Information  regarding  ciutomer’s  standing. — The  success  of  German 
firms  in  the  granting  of  credits  in  Russia  was  largely  due  to  the 
assistance  afforded  by  the  home  banks.  German  firms  were  also  greatly* 
helped  by  the  fact  that  they  frequently  maintained  their  own  resident 
agents,  who  were  able  to  investigate  carefully  the  credit  standing  of 
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oastomers.  In  addition,  valuable  facilities  were  afforded  by  the  mer¬ 
cantile  agencies,  whose  ramifications  in  Russia  were  extensive.  Apart 
from  the  assistance  to  be  gained  by  these  means,  it  is  not  always  an 
easy  matter  for  foreign  firms  to  obtain  information  respecting  the 
standing  of  prospective  customers.  Banks  as  a  rule  are  only  able  to 
supply  particulars  as  to  the  extent  of  credit  which  they  consider  it 
safe  for  them  to  grant  to  the  party  concerned.  It  is  also  claimed  that 
the  banks  are  not  always  in  a  position  to  give  a  disinterested  estimate 
regarding  the  standing  of  a  client.  These  considerations,  however, 
apply  practically  to  only  a  certain  class  of  firms.  It  is  nearly  always 
possible  to  obtain  satisfactory  references  regarding  the  standing  of 
responsible  and  old-established  houses. 

The  legal  position. — The  proposed  revision  of  the  commercial  law 
of  the  country,  particularly  the  sections  relating  to  bankruptcy, 
should  tend  to  minimise  many  of  the  difficulti-s  attendant  on  the 
granting  of  credit  in  Russia.  It  has  hitherto  been  possible  to  escape 
the  paying  oflT  of  accumulated  debts  by  transferring  an  indebted  con¬ 
cern  to  another  person.  According  to  a  law  passed  in  1904 
regulating  sales  by  instalments,  articles  so  sold  remain  the  property 
of  the  seller  until  fully  paid  for.  In  practice  and  in  accordance 
with  an  old  law,  however,  the  goods  are  regarded  as  the  property  of 
the  purchaser,  and  are  subject  to  seizure  by  his  creditors.  Re-sale  or 
mortgage  is  only  to  be  considered  void  if  the  third  party  is  aware 
that  the  goods  belong  to  a  seller  under  the  law  of  1904.  It  is  now 
proposed  to  remedy  this  apparent  contradiction,  and  other  points  in 
the  commercial  law,  which  are  at  variance  with  approved  modern 
practice.  It  has  hitherto  not  paid  to  sue  for  minor  claims  in  Russia, 
owing  to  discouraging  delays  and  the  possibility  of  appeals,  with  con¬ 
sequent  heavy  costs.  Court  fees  for  civil  procedure  are  usually  1  per 
cent,  of  the  sum  of  the  action,  plus  stamp  dues,  etc.,  while  the  lawyer 
as  a  rule  receives  10  per  cent,  for  his  services. 

Position  in  the  Russian  Far  East. — Siberia,  from  the  trade  point  of 
view,  may  be  divided  into  two  parts,  which  are  commercially  distinct 
from  one  another.  The  above  remarks  regarding  the  credit  situa¬ 
tion  have  been  based  principally  on  the  practices  which  have  prevailed 
in  Western  Siberia  or  the  territory  between  the  Ural  mountains 
and  Lake  Baikal.  A  large  share  of  the  trade  in  this  district  is  still  in 
the  hands  of  Moscow  wholesale  firms  and  the  terms  of  purchase  are 
arranged  at  that  centre.  There  are  also  a  number  of  strong  indepen¬ 
dent  houses  doing  both  a  wholesale  and  retail  trade,  who  deal 
directly  with  the  foreign  manufacturer,  but,  as  a  general  rule,  it 
may  be  stated  that,  so  far  as  the  granting  of  credit  is  concerned,  the 
conditions  in  Western  Siberia  are  similar  to  those  found  in  European 
Russia.  A  few  observations  are  necessary,  however,  with  regard  to 
the  special  conditions  prevailing  in  Eastern  Siberia,  or  the  territory 
between  Lake  Baikal  and  the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  trade  in  this 
district  is  more  in  the  nature  of  a  Far  Eastern  or  specialised  business, 
and  is  largely  in  the  hands  of  a  few  large  firms,  who  buy  goods  for 
the  most  part  on  open  credit.  According  to  a  report  of  the  American 
Consul  at  Vladivostok,  the  rate  of  interest  charged  by  the  banks  at 
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that  })oint  prior  to  the  war  was  8  to  9^  per  cent,  per  annum.  Follow¬ 
ing  the  practice  of  the  Far  East,  the  banks  have  large  warehouses 
where  goods  may  be  stored  awaiting  the  collection  of  drafts.  In 
other  respects  the  granting  of  credit  in  h]astem  Siberia  is  subject  to 
the  same  considerations  as  outlined  above  in  connection  with  the 
practices  prevailing  in  the  territory  w’est  of  Lake  Baikal. 

Summary  of  cr^t  situation  in  Siberia. — The  credit  situation  in 
Siberia  may  be  summed  up  by  stating  that  credit  has  been  one  of 
the  most  characteristic  features  of  the  trade  with  this  market.  The 
extent  of  credit  granted  has  been  regarded  by  importers  as  one  of 
the  most  important  factors,  and,  quality  being  the  same,  a  preference 
has  always  been  given  to  the  manufacturers  offering  the  best  terms. 
Conflicting  opinions  are  held  as  to  what  will  be  the  probable  position 
on  the  return  to  conditions  of  peace.  At  present  nearly  all  trans¬ 
actions  are  being  conducted  on  a  cash  basis  and  the  experience  thus 
gained  is  sure  to  have  a  salutary  effect  in  the  future.  Moreover,  it 
is  generally  agreed  that  German  firms  will  not  be  in  a  position 
financially  to  set  the  pace  as  they  have  done  in  the  past  by  offering 
prai'tically  unlimited  credits  Id  responsible  firms.  On  the  other  hand 
the  ('onditions  peculiar  to  the  economic  position  of  the  Russian 
Empire  must  not  be  overlooked.  The  bulk  of  the  population  being 
engaged  in  agricultural  pursuits,  there  is  a  general  liquidation  of 
liabilities  only  once  a  year.  The  people  being  still  relatively  poor 
are  only  able  to  discharge  their  obligations  to  the  retailer  after 
ivalising  on  their  crops.  Accordingly,  the  wholesaler  is  compelled  to 
grant  his  customers  credit  varying  up  to  twelve  months.  As  a  rule, 
however,  he  endeavours  to  collect  on  delivery  of  the  goods  a  cash 
payment  sufficient  to  cover  his  outlay  for  duty  and  inland  freight 
charges.  It  is  natural,  therefore,  that  the  foreign  manufacturer 
should  be  asked  to  help  to  finance  the  trade,  and  that  the  credit  factor 
should  be  looked  upon  as  such  an  important  consideration,  frequently 
outweighing  that  of  price  and  quality.  These  points  are  especially 
applicable  to  a  new  and  developing  territory  such  as  Siberia,  where 
capital  is  relatively  scarce.  It  is,  therefore,  considered  desirable  that 
manufacturers  should  extend  such  terms  of  credit  as  will  enable  im¬ 
porters  to  receive  the  merchandise  and  allow  for  the  turnover  of  a 
portion  of  it  before  payment  is  made.  A  term  of  six  months  on  at  least 
75  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  goods  has  been  suggested  as  a  reason¬ 
able  standard  fur  manufacturers  to  adopt  in  granting  credit  to 
responsible  Siberian  customers,  varying  according  to  the  nature  of 
the  goods  and  the  customer  concern^. 
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IMPliOVKMENT  OF  QUAI.ITY  OF  JAPANESE 
EXPORTS. 

Oovernment  Policy  of  Conditioning. 

U.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Yokohama  (Mr.  E.  F.  Crowe,  C.M.G.) 
has  forwarded  an  extract  from  the  “  Japan  Times  ”  of  15th  December, 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  Japanese  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  Commerce  is  considering  a  measure  for  the  improvement  of  the 
quality  of  export  goods  with  a  view  to  retaining,  at  the  close  of 
hostilities,  oversea  markets  acquired  by  Japan  during  the  war. 

Complaints,  it  is  said,  are  too  often  heard  of  the  poor  (piality  of 
goods  Japan  at  present  exports,  so  much  so  that  it  is  generally  feared 
that  the  trade  built  up  during  the  war  may  be  eventually  lost. 
The  poor  quality  of  certain  Japanese  goods  is  attributed  to  the 
backwardness  of  Japan’s  manufacturing  and  trading  systems. 

It  has  already  been  decided  by  the  Government  to  enforce  thorough 
conditioning  of  all  export  goods,  and  the  particulars  of  the  measure 
to  be  adopt^  are  being  considered.  According  to  the  official  plan, 
the  Association  of  Manufacturers,  or  their  federations  established  in 
accordance  with  the  law,  will  be  empowered  to  condition  ail  export 
goods  on  a  compulsory  system,  and  the  Government  will  exercise 
general  supervision  over  the  organisation  of  conditioning  houses  and 
the  actual  management  of  business,  at  the  same  time  giving  bounties 
to  those  associations. 

Among  other  goo<ls,  all  kinds  of  braids,  cotton  hosiery,  glassware, 
and  other  goods  produced  by  manufacturers  of  comparatively  small 
resources,  will  first  be  brought  under  the  new  system  of  conditioning.

The  Order-in-Council  states  that  where  the  Minister  of  Customs 
has  reason  to  suspect  that  the  country  of  origin  of  any  goods  imported 
nto  Canada  is  an  enemy  country  within  the  meaning  of  the  various 
proclamations  relating  to  trading  with  the  enemy,  the  goods  may  be 
seized,  and,  unless  the  contrary  be  proved,  the  country  of  origin  of 
such  goods  shall  be  deemed  to  be  such  an  enemy  country. 

Any  goods  so  seized,  whose  origin  is  not  proven,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Minister  of  Customs,  to  be  other  than  that  of  an  enemy 
country,  shall  become  forfeited  to  the  Crown  and  shall  be  destroyed 
or  otherwise  dealt  with  as  the  Minister  of  Customs  directs. 

The  power  under  this  Order  to  seize  imported  goods  suspected  to 
be  of  enemy  origin  shall  extend  so  as  to  apply  to  any  goods  which 
the  Minister  of  Customs  has  reason  to  suspect  are  being  imported  in 
contravention  of  the  law  relating  to  trading  with  the  enemy. 

This  Order  shall  apply  to  all  goods  which  are  at  present  under 
detention  as  being  of  suspected  enemy  origin,  notwithstanding  that 
they  were  originally  detained  or  imported  into  Canada  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  Order. 

It  is  stated  in  Memo.  No.  2049  B,  issued  by  the  Canadian  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Customs  in  connection  with  the  above  Order-in-Council,  that 
the  terms  “  goods  of  enemy  origin  ”  employed  therein  will  be 
taken  to  mean  goods  which  have  been  exported  from  an  enemy 
country  subsequent  to  the  outbreak  of  war  with  such  country,  and 
also  goods  which,  though  exported  from  an  enemy  country  prior  to  the 
outbreak  of  war,  remained  the  property  of  an  enemy  after  such  date.

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the 
Brazilian  Budget  Law'  for  1917  (Law  No.  3,213, 
published  in  the  “  Diario  Official  ”  for  the  31st 
December,  1916),  so  far  as  they  affect  the  Customs 
treatment  of  goods  imported  into  Brazil. 


Budget  Law  for 
1917. 


(1)  Imjwrt  duties. — Import  duties  are  to  be  levied  in  accordance 
w’ith  the  Tariff  approved  by  the  Decree  of  the  19th  March,  1900,  with 
the  modifications  introduced  therein  by  the  Budget  Law's  for  the  years 
1904-1908  and  1911-16,*  with  the  following  further  alterations: — 

Roofing;  tiles  (telhat)  of  clay,  glazed  (Tariff  No.  620)  are  to  pay  30  milreis  per 
hundred  instead  of  76  milreis  500  reis. 

Metallic  Kil«8  are  to  pay  20  reis  per  kilogramme. 

Sewing  macbineH  for  domestic  use,  for  tailors,  or  harness-makers  (Tariff  No.  1009) 
are  to  pay  150  reis  per  kilogramme  gross  weight. 

LinseMl  (Tariff  No.  105)  is  to  pay  20  reis  per  kilogramme,  representing  a  duty  of 
10  per  cent. 

Inm  or  steel  wire- 

Karbxl  and  oval  (^oralado).  of  18  by  16  and  19  by  17,  plain  or  galvanised, 
including  staples  and  hooks,  drnp|>ers  of  iron  and  steel,  for  fences, 
and  their  stretchers  or  winders :  20  reis  per  kilogramme  (20  per  cent.). 

Of  any  other  quality  or  thickness;  plain  or  galvanised,  including  that 
destined  for  the  manufacture  of  Paris  tacks:  100  reis  per  kilo¬ 
gramme  (50  per  cent.). 


•  Not  including,  however,  the  provisions  of  the  Budget  Law  for  1915  (Sec.  3  of 
Art.  3),  relating  t4>  the  establishment  of  sfiecial  duties  on  certain  goods  in  order  to 
encourage  the  use  of  Brazilian  rubber  (see  pp.  421-422  of  the  “  Board  of  'ftade 
Journal”  for  the  1 1th  Kebruary,  1915).  These  provisions,  it  is  understood,  did  not 
take  effect,  and  their  withdrawal  was  foimally  notified  early  in  1916.

“  American  ingot  iron  "  plates,  destined  for  the  manufacture  of  water-courses, 
gutters  and  tanks,  and  also  rivets,  screws,  and  hoops  imported  for  the  same 
purpose  .  20  reis  per  kilogramme  (20  per  cent.) — Tariff  No.  704. 

Eh'CtnKles,  an<l  iron  sheets  coated  with  tin  or  lead  (chapas  de  ferro  egtanhada*  ou 
chumhadag)  shall  continue  to  pay  8  per  cent,  ad  valorem. 

Goods  included  in  Tariff  No.  687  {i.e.,  linings,  edgings,  and  bands,  stitched  or  not, 
for  hats,  of  gilk  pure  or  mixed  unth  other  materialg)  are  to  pay  the  duty  appli- 
able  to  the  tissue  of  which  they  are  made. 

Uncovered  wire,  plain,  in  cables  or  cords,  for  electrical  purposes :  800  reis  per 
kilogramme  (30  percent.). 

Dried  coil,  lard,  kerosene,  and  jerke<l  beef  ;  the  import  duties  on  these  goods  are 
re»luce<l  by  16  per  cent. 

[Kilog.  =  2’2046  lbs.;  milreis  (1,000  reis),  gold=27d.  ;  milreis,  paper  =  12^i.] 

(2)  Surtaxes. — The  2  per  cent,  ad  valorem  tax  (goH)  on  cereals 
(Tariff  Nos.  93,  95  [barley  in  the  grain],  96,  97,  98,  100,  and  101), 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Law  No.  1452  of  the  30th 
December,  1905,  is  maintained  in  force;  as  are  also  the  expedients*’ 
tax  on  duty-free  goods  (which  tax  is  payable  on  the  same  basis  as  the 
ordinary  import  duties),  and  the  surtax  of  10  per  cent,  (paper)  on 
that  tax.  Former  provisions  are  also  continued  in  force,  whereby  the 
Government  is  authorised  to  levy  for  the  benefit  of  a  fund  to  be 
expended  in  the  improvement  of  Brazilian  ports  (carried  out  by  the 
Federal  Government  or  by  concessionaires) : — 

(i.)  A  tax  not  exceeding  2  per  cent,  (gold)  of  the  official  values  of 
the  imports  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Recife,  Bahia,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul, 
Maranhdo,  OearA,  Rio  Grande  do  Norte,  Parahyba,  Espirito  Santo,  * 
Paran6,  Santo  Catharina,  Matto  Grosso,  Alagdas,  Parnahyba,  Aracaju, 
and  Par^,  exception  being  made  in  the  case  of  the  articles  subject  to 
the  surtax  on  cereals. 

(ii.)  A  tax  of  from  1  to  5  reis  per  kilog.,  according  to  the  value 
of  the  goods,  on  merchandise  loaded  or  discharged  at  Brazilian  ports, 
and  destined  for,  or  proceeding  from  other  ports. 

(3)  Exemptions  from  duty. — Paper  used  for  printing  the  official 
“  Diarios  ”  of  the  States,  or  for  printing  scientific,  literary  and  art 
journals,  periodicals,  and  reviews,  is  exempted  from  import  duty  and 
the  “  exp^iente  ”  tax.  Chile  saltpetre  destined  for  use  as  a  fertiliser 
is  exempted  from  import  duty.  Machinery  destined  for  working 
Brazilian  coal  mines  and  for  making  Brazilian  coal  into  briquettes, 
and  also  machinery  and  apparatus  for  the  utilisation  of  the  sub¬ 
products  of  coal,  are  exempted  from  import  duty  and  the  “  expedients  ” 
tax. 

(4)  Reduced  Customs  duties. — Coal  and  petroleum  oil,  when 
imported  for  use  as  combustibles,  are  to  pay  a  duty  of  2  per  cent, 
only,  in  accordance  with  the  Circular  of  the  Ministry  of  Finance, 

No.  73,  of  the  11th  October,  1916. 
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BRAZIL  contintu'd . 

Certain  goods  are  to  continue  to  pay  5  per  cent,  or  8  per  cent. 
ad  valorem  as  provided  by  the  Budget  Law  for  1916  (see  the  notice  in 
the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  10th  February,  1916). 

[xYot«. — The  list  of  goods  subject  to  a  duty  of  8  per  cent,  does  not 
now  include  “  metallic  silos  imported  direct  by  agriculturists.”  For 
the  duty  on  these  goods  ( 1 )  above.] 

Are  assimilated  to  agricultural  machines  for  Tariff  purposes  :  — 
machines  for  roasting  and  grinding  coffee,  when  imported  from 
countries  where  Brazilian  coffee  is  admitted  free  of  doty,  as  also 
machines  destined  for  the  preparation  of  Brazilian  fibres  and  the 
manufacture  of  cordage  in  Brazil. 

(5)  Prapf/rlton  of  import  duties  pat/ahle  in  gold. — The  Government 
is  authorised  to  levy  import  duties  on  all  goods  55  per  cent,  in  gold 
and  45  per  cent,  in  paper. 

[Ao/e. — The  proportion  formerly  payable  in  gold  was  40  per  cent. 
For  the  effect  of  this  alteration,  see  the  notice  at  p.  443  of  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  9th  November,  1916.] 

(6)  Preferential  Customs  duties. — As  in  previous  Budget  Laws,  the 
Government  is  authorised  to  re;^uce  the  Customs  duties  on  one  or 
more  articles  by  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  (or  by  not  more  than  30 
per  cent,  in  the  case  of  wheat  Hour)  in  favour  of  countries  which 
accord  equivalent  tariff  concessions  to  Brazilian  products,  especially 
coffee  and  tobacco. 

(7)  Consular  Invoice  regulations. — The  I..aw  prohibits  the  inclusion 
in  one  and  the  same  Consular  invoice  of  bales,  cases,  etc.,  or  mer¬ 
chandise  in  bulk,  of  diverse  marks,  or  comprising  diverse  consign¬ 
ments  (partiilas).  Only  packages  (bales,  cases,  etc.)  and  goods 
bearing  one  and  the  same  mark,  and  destined  for  one  and  the  same 
person  or  firm,  shall  be  regarded  as  forming  one  " par tida."  The 
packages  forming  one  and  the  same  “partida”aTe  to  be  numbered 
consecutively.  The  fee  for  the  “  legalisation  ”  of  invoices  in  the 
above  conditions  is  raised  from  3  milreis  to  4  milreis  (gold),  i.e.,  from 
68.  9d.  to  98.  Od.  Brazilian  Consuls  are  to  send  direct  to  the  Custom 
house  of  the  Brazilian  port  of  destination  a  fourth  copy  of  Consular 
invoices. 

Sect.  21  of  Art.  3  of  the  Law  provides  that  no  invoice  may  be  pre¬ 
sented  for  Consular  “  legalisation  ”  after  the  departure  for  Brazil  of 
the  vessel  transporting  the  goods  included  in  the  invoice,  and  if  any 
invoice  is  so  presented,  it  shall  not  be  accepted  as  exempting  the 
importer  in  Brazil  from  the  penalty  prescribed  for  absence  of  invoice. 
Failing  the  production  of  Consular  invoice  within  the  period  allowed 
for  the  presentation  thereof,  the  goods  shall  be  subject  to  double 
duties.  Consular  invoices  must  contain  a  declaration  of  the  country 
in  which  the  goods  may  have  been  purchased  for  export  to  Brazil,  in 
addition  to  the  declaration  of  the  country  of  origin  of  the  merchandise. 

A  new  form  of  Consular  invoice  is  prescribed  by  the  Law.  This 
form  may  be  inspected  by  British  traders  interested,  on  application, 
at  the  Department  of  Commercial  Intelligence,  73,  Basinghall  Street, 
London,  E.C.  (C.  2,531.) 
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Duties. 


BRAZIL  — continved. 

The  present  Budget  Law  introduces  a  number  of  modiBcations  in  the 
rates  of  the  Brazilian  consumption  duties,  a  com¬ 
plete  list  of  which  was  published  in  the  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal”  for  the  17th  February,  1016 
(pp.  490-495)*  and  the  24th  February,  1916  (pp. 
563-569).  These  consumption  duties  are  leviable 
on  certain  classes  of  goods,  whether  produced  in  Brazil  or  imported 
into  that  country,  the  duty  being  levied  in  addition  to  the  Customs 
duty  in  the  case  of  imported  goods.

etc.  The  principal  additional  works  authorised  this  year  are  the 
relaying  of  considerable  portions  of  the  Southern  line  with  heavier 
plant,  and  also  portions  of  the  Port,  Western,  Port  Pirie  and  South- 
Eastern  lines. 

Additional  rolling  stock  will  absorb  £175,000.  The  stock  now 
under  construction  consists  of  broad  and  narrow  gauge  locomotives, 
wagons,  insulated  vans,  suburban  carriages,  sheep  vans,  water 
tanks,  etc. 

The  sum  of  £115,000  is  allotted  for  the  construction  of  a  new  line 
from  Balhannab  to  Mount  Pleasant,  and  for  rolling  stock,  etc.  The 
construction  of  the  Booleroo  Centre  and  Wilmington  line  is  com¬ 
pleted,  but  £24,000  is  allotted  for  rolling  stock  and  the  purchase  of 
land  and  sundry  works.

GERMANY. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  192  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  18th  January  relative,  inter  alia,  to 
traffic  on  inland  waterways  in  Germany  and 
Austria-Hungary,  the  “  Neueste  Nachrichten  ” 
(Munich)  of  23rd  January  states  that  at  the 
next  sitting  of  the  Landtag,  the  Bavarian  Ministry  of  ([Commerce  will 
probably  ask  for  5,000,000  marks  for  the  preliminary  expenses  of  a 
scheme  for  connecting  the  Danube  with  the  Main.  It  is  proposed 
that  the  waterway  should  extend  from  Aschaffenburg  (on  the  Bavarian 
north-west  frontier)  to  Passau  (on  the  Austrian  frontier),  and  should 
accommodate  ships  of  1,200  tons  burden  ;  the  cost  is  estimated  at 
050,000,000  marks  (mark  =11  "Sd.  at  par),  not  including  the  cost  of 
constructing  quays  and  of  connecting  Munich  and  Augsburg  with 
the  system.  The  locks  are  to  be  constructed  to  accommodate  two 
1,200  ton  ships  side  by  side.

11. M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  Australia  (Mr.  G.  T.  Milne)  has 
forwarded  extracts  from  the  “  Argus  ” 
(Melbourne)  of  11th  and  12th  November 
iMt,  containing  particulars  of  brown  coal 
deposits  at  Morwell,  Victoria,  and  of  the 
steps  being  taken  by  the  State  Mines  Department  to  ascertain 
the  merits  and  commercial  possibilities  of  the  coal  which  is 
being  obtained  there.  The  existence  of  brown  coal  at  Morwell  is 
well-known,  but  it  appears  that  until  quite  recently  no  coal  has  been 
produced  in  the  locality  for  nearly  twenty  years.  Previously,  various 
attempts  had  been  made  to  develop  the  field  on  a  commercial  basis, 
but,  for  various  reasons,  success  was  not  achieved. 

The  need  of  additional  sources  of  fuel  supply  has  once  more 
directed  attention  to  the  Morwell  deposits.  It  appears  that  there 
are  several  outcrops  in  the  locality,  but  that  which  is  now  being 
prepared  for  coal-winning  is  the  Great  Morwell  seam,  which 
outcrops  in  a  gully  at  the  foot  of  thickly-timbered  hills.  All  the 
coal  that  has  l^en  won  so  far  has  f)een  from  an  open  cutting ; 
at  the  present  stage  of  development  a  mine  does  not  exist,  though  one 
may  be  opened  up  later  on.  The  State  Mines  Department  has  made 
preparations  for  exhaustive  preliminary  tests,  and  this  work  is  being 
carried  out  on  what  may  be  termed  a  commercial  scale.  The  Depart¬ 
ment’s  experts  hoj^e  to  be  able  to  show  that  crushed  brown  coal  is 
suitable  for  boilers  and  furnaces  of  the  open-hearth  type  for  steel¬ 
making.  Gas- making  tests  which  have  been  made  are  stated  to 
be  encouraging.  I'he  coal  has  also  been  used  for  briquettes,  and  it  is 
reported  that  in  this  form  it  can  compete  wdth  black  coal  for  steam 
raising. 

The  “  Argus  '*  adds  that  it  is  generally  agreed  that  the  generation 
of  cheap  power  will  be  the  main  object  in  view  in  the  pre- 
liminar}'  tests  now  being  made  by  the  State;  the  manufacture  of 
briquetted  fuel  and  the  recovery  of  the  by-products  are  also  proposed,

FRANCE. 

The  Secretary  of  the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  the  French 
Riviera  and  Principality  of  Monaco  writes,  under 
date  10th  January,  that  in  different  districts  of 
the  Riviera  hinterland  there  exist  rich  deposits 
of  bauxite.  I’rior  to  1914  these  deposits  were 
for  the  most  part  exploited  by  Germans,  and  the  yearly  output  is  said 
to  have  amounted  to  250,000  tons.  Much  of  the  output  w’as  shipped 
direct  to  Germany,  but  the  greater  part  was  transported  by  rail  to 
Switzerland  w’here,  it  is  understood,  a  German-own^  plant  had  been 
erected  for  the  extraction  of  aluminium  by  electrolysis.  At  the  out¬ 
break  of  war  the  enemy  mines  were  sequestrated.

In  close  proximity  to  the  mines  sites  are  available  for  the  erection 
of  electrolytic  plant  for  refining  the  ore,  and  there  exists  an  abundant 
water  supply  capable  of  providing  the  necessary  power  for  such  plant. 
In  ordinary  times  labour  is  plentiful,  and  there  is  thus  every  facility  for 
treating  the  ore  on  the  spot.  Should  it  be  considered  expedient 
to  work  the  ore  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  railway  that  traverses 
the  Department  could  deliver  the  ore  at  Monaco,  at  which  port 
wagons  can  be  brought  alongside  the  steamers  at  the  quays.

■  ''‘I”'*'™  barrels  (of  280  lb.)  of  salt  were  produced  in 
^  '  the  United  States,  l*orto  Rico  and  Hawaii  in  1915, 

and  that  this  quantity  constituted  99  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  salt 
consumed  in  the  United  States.  Much  more,  it  is  stated,  could  easily 
have  been  produced. 

Some  idea  of  the  quantity  of  salt  evaporated  from  natural  brines 
may  be  gained  from  statistics  of  the  output  in  1915  of  three  large 
salt-producing  States — New’  York,  Michigan  and  Kansas.  In 
Michigan,  6,708,261  barrels  of  evaporated  salt  valued  at  3,635,692  dols. 
w’ere  produced ;  in  New  York,  3,443,464  barrels  valued  at  1,720,434 
dols.,  and  in  Kansas,  1,901,756  barrels  to  the  value  of  696,060  dols.

UGANDA  PROTECTORATE. 

In  a  report  on  the  trade,  etc.,  of  the  Uganda  Protectorate  for  the 
Cotton  ended  31st  March,  1916,  recently  issued  by

the  Colonial  Office  (Annual  Series,  No.  914),  it 
is  stated  that  cotton  is  the  most  important 
economic  product  of  the  Protectorate,  and  that  at 
present  native  cultivation  is  alone  responsible  for  its  production. 
Uganda  cotton  is  of  a  high  standard  American  grade  when 
marketed  in  clean  condition ;  it  is  the  progeny  of  "  American- 
Upland  ”  seed  imported  in  1910.  The  area  under  cotton  in  1915-16 
was  92,127  acres,  as  against  118,778  acres  (the  record  figure)  in 
1914-15.  The  decrease  was  due  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in 
selling  cotton  for  over  six  months  during  the  previous  year,  which 
tended  to  discourage  growers  and  retaixled  seed  distribution. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  cotton  crop  is  ginned  in  the  Protecto¬ 
rate.  The  bulk  of  the  exports  is  sent  to  the  United  Kingdom,  but  a 
'new  market  has  been  found  in  India,  which  bought  more  than 
9,000  cwt.  during  1915-16. 

The  erection  of  ginning  factories  in  centres  of  production  is  being 
continued.  A  few  producing  areas  still  lack  ginning  factories,  but 
improvement  in  this  respect  is  confidently  anticipated. 

Exports  of  cotton  seed  amounted  to  5,225  tons  in  1915-16,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  9,017  tons  in  the  previous  year,  a  decrease  of  3,792  tons. 
The  seed  is  also  utilised  in  the  Protectorate  as  fuel  for  generating  power 
in  many  of  the  ginning  factories,  and  as  it  is  a  bulky  and  low- 
priced  commodity,  the  quantity  exported  depends  largely  upon  the 
shipping  charges.

until,  early  in  1916,  the  figure  of  230  pesos  gold  per  metric  ton  had 
been  reached.  The  result  was  that  extract  factories  considerably 
increased  their  output.  But,  later,  with  the  increasing  use  of  sub¬ 
stitutes,  such  as  oak  and  chestnut  extracts,  the  price  of  quebracho 
extract  dropped  to  100  j^esos  gold  per  metric  ton.. 

The  object  of  the  agreement  is  the  reduction  of  the  output  of 
extract  factories  to  meet  the  estimated  world’s  consumption.  Extract 
will  be  delivered  at  a  uniform  price  to  one  selling  company  which 
will  distribute  profits  pro  rata  among  producers.  Six  companies  in 
Argentina  and  four  in  Paraguay,  having  a  total  output  of  165,000 
metric  tons  of  extract,  are  rejwrted  to  have  entered  the  combine. 

The  capital  invested  in  the  quebracho  industry  in  Argentina  alone 
is  estimated  at  100,000,000  pesos  currency.  Exports  of  quebracho 
extract  from  Argentina  rose  from  80,153  metric  tons  in  1914  to 
100,213  metiic  tons  in  1915,  and  will  probably  show  a  further 
increase  during  1916. 

Following  the  conclusion  of  the  agreement,  the  price  of  quebracho 
extract  rose  to  150  pesos  gold  per  metric  ton.

excessive.  Newspaper  interests  have  been  in  negotiation  with  paper 
manufacturers  with  regard  to  prices  and  supplies,  and  in  this  connec¬ 
tion  the  Imj>erial  Trade  Correspondent  at  Toronto  (Mr.  F.  W.  Field) 
writes,  under  date  6th  January,  that  the  Dominion  Government  has, 
through  the  Department  of  Finance,  concluded  an  investigation  in 
r^^rd  to  the  output  of  the  paper  mills  of  Canada.  During  the  last 
four  months  Government  experts  have  visited  Canadian  paper  mills, 
and  have  gathered  facts  and  statistics  regarding  the  quantities  pro¬ 
duced,  sales,  selling  prices,  qualities,  consumption  in  Canada,  and 
exports  to  the  United  States.  The  manufacturers  are  now  being 
asked  by  the  authorities  to  supply  detailed  information  m  to  produc¬ 
tion  costs.  Mr.  Field  states  that  it  is  not  unlikely  that,  as  a  result  of 
this  investigation,  the  Government  will  prohibit  the  export  of  news¬ 
print  until  the  home  demand  is  satisfied ;  in  other  words,  that  the 
requirements  of  Canadian  consumers  will  have  to  be  supplied  by  the 
mills  before  they  are  allowed  to  export.  It  is  also  expected  that  re¬ 
striction  of  export  would  result  in  reduction  of  prices  to  Canadian 
consumers.

Bankruptcies 
in  1916. 


The  Imperial  Trade  Correspondent  at  Toronto  reports,  under  date 
16th  January,  that,  as  compared  with  1916,  the 
number  of  commercial  failures  in  Canada  during 
1916  showing  a  considerable  decrease  both  in 
number  and  the  amount  of  liability  involved.  There  were  1,685 
insolvencies  involving  25,069,534  dols.,  as  agninst  2,661  involving 
39,526,358  dols.  in  the  previous  year,  and  2,898  involving 
30,909,563  dols.  1914. 

This  improvement  in  the  Canadian  record  of  failures  extended  to 
each  of  the  three  classifications,  namely,  manufacturing,  trading,  and 
other  commercial  enterprises. 

Geographical  analysis  of  the  Canadian  insolvency  returns  shows 
that  defaults  were  less  numerous  than  in  1915  in  ail  ten  Provinces, 
except  Prince  Edward  Island,  where  there  was  a  slight  increase.  The 
most  important  reductions  were  309  in  Quebec,  233  in  Ontario,  154 
in  British  Columbia,  135  in  Manitoba,  and  65  in  Saskatchewan.

AUSTRALIA. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  Australia  (Mr.  G.  T.  Milne)  has  for¬ 
warded  a  copy  of  a  Bulletin,  issued  by  the  South 
Australian  Department  of  Chemistry,  giving 
details  of  an  investigation  into  the  prospects  of 
establishing  a  paper-making  industry  in  South 
Australia.  The  probability  of  a  famine  in  certain 
classes  of  paper,  owing  to  the  dislocation  of  trade  and  transport 
caused  by  the  war,  has  led  to  this  investigation  being  undertaken. 
As  indicative  of  the  demand  which  exists  in  South  Australia,  it  is 
stated  that  the  total  value  of  paper  imported  into  the  State  in  1913 
amounted  to  £136,943,  while  that  of  millboard,  straw-board,  etc.,  was 
£9,364.  The  opinion  is  expressed  that  the  principal  material  to  be 
used  must  be  straw,  of  which  a  quantity,  amounting  to  half-a-million 
tons,  is  available  annually  within  a  hundred-mile  radius  of  the 
principal  seaport.  From  the  results  of  preliminary  tests  there  seems 
to  be  little  doubt  that  South  Australian  straw-  w-ill  yield  satisfactory 
pulp  for  the  production  of  paper  of  ordinary  qualities.  As  a  result 
of  the  investigation  it  is  stated  that  the  prospects  of  establishing  a 
paper-making  industry  in  the  State  on  the  lines  set  out  in  the 
Bulletin  appear  to  be  sufficiently  attractive  to  make  the  subject 
worthy  of  further  attention.

H,  M.  Trade  Commissioner  has  also  forwarded  an  extract  from  the 
“  Argus  ”  (Melbourne)  of  14th  November,  which  states  that  the 
question  of  manufacturing  mechanical  wood  pulp  in  Victoria  was 
discussed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  newly-formed  Institute  of 
^'ictOI•ian  Industries. 

The  Government  Printer  stated  that  he  had  obtained  information 
from  Norway  which  showed  that  the  cost  of  installing  an  experimental 
plant  capable  of  producing  10  tons  of  pulp  daily  w’ould  be  £4,500  ; 
this  amount  would  be  increased  to  £5,500  if  the  plant  were  erected 
where  motive  power  w’ould  have  to  be  provided.  As  this  sum  does  not 
include  buildings  and  labour,  it  was  estimated  that  a  thorough  and 
exhaustive  trial  w’ould  entail  an  expenditure  of  £10,000. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee  for  turther  consideration.

I'wo  years  ago,  it  is  stated,  very  few  toys  were  made  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  when  German  goods  were  shut  out  in  1914,  and  supplies 
had  to  l>e  sought  elsewhere.  Prance,  America  and  Japan  were  largely 
drawn  upon.  Certain  Australian  firms,  however,  have  now  commenced 
to  manufacture  toys  on  well-known  Continental  models,  and  it  is 
computed  that  20  per  cent,  of  the  toys  displayed  in  Melbourne 
during  the  past  Christmas  season  were  of  Australian  manufacture. 
Most  of  these  home-made  toys  were  of  wood.  Ijocal  craftsmen  have 
not  yet  been  very  successful  in  the  manufacture  of  dolls.

NEW  ZEALAND. 

H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  New  Zealand  (Mr.  R.  W.  Dalton) 
reports,  under  date  14th  November,  that  he 
recently  visited  a  saw^  mill  and  veneer  works  at 
Manonui,  Taumaranui.  The  w’orks,  which  are 
said  to  be  the  only  veneer  w-orks  in  Australasia, 
are  comparatively  new,  but  having  passed  through 
the  experimental  period,  are  thought  to  be  in 
proper  w'orking  oixler.  In  addition  to  making  strips  for  cheese 
packing  (i.e.,  for  placing  between  cheeses  to  prevent  their 
sticking  together)  these  works  also  make  some  veneers  for  cabinet¬ 
makers  ;  but  the  main  interest  at  present  is  the  production  of  3-ply. 
The  timbers  used  are  Rimu,  White  Pine,  and  Matai.  It  is  stat^ 
that  it  was  a  long  time  before  a  satisfactor}'^  adhesive  was  found,  but 
one  is  now  produced  at  the  works  and  pronounced  suitable.

A  permit  (“  guia  ”)  is  required  in  order  to  eflfect  the  transport  of 
all  salt  purchased,  in  quantities  of  46  kilogs.  or  more,  at  the 
“  Colecturias  Fiscales,”  authorised  to  sell  that  commodity.  No  charge 
will  be  made  for  these  permits,  which  will  specify  the  quantity  sold, 
the  name  of  the  carrier,  and  the  place  of  destination.  Salt  carried 
without  such  a  permit  will  be  considered  contraband  and  the  con¬ 
signment  will  be  confiscated,  together  with  the  vehicles  used  for  its 
transport. 

Salt  destined  for  foreign  ports  will  be  exported  through  the  port 
of  Guayaquil,  while  Quito  is  specified  for  exports  to  towns  in  the 
south  of  Colombia.  Salt  will  be  sold  to  exporters  by  the  “  Tesorerias 
de  Hacienda  ”  of  Guayas  and  Pichincha,  according  to  its  intended 
destination. 

The  basis  for  the  sale  of  salt  in  sacks  at  Guayaquil  is  fixed  at 
1  sucre  60  centavos  per  46  kilogs.,  and  at  5  sucres  80  centavos  at  Quito. 
If  the  contractor  prefers  salt  not  in  sacks  the  price  wdll  be  1  sucre  20 
centavos  at  Guayaquil  and  5  sucres  40  centavos  in  Quito. 

The  contractor  must  undertake  to  present,  within  the  term  fixed  in 
the  contract,  evidence  of  the  receipt  of  the  consignment  from  the 
Customs  authorities  at  the  port  of  destination.  This  certificate  must 
be  vis^d  by  an  Ecuadorean  Consul  where  possible.
